This Office Action is in response to the amendment filed on 3/17/08. 
Claims 1-27 are cancelled, and new claims 28-30 are added as requested. 
EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

1 . The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .67(a) identifying this application by application 
number and filing date is required. See MPEP §§ 602.01 and 602.02. 

The oath or declaration is defective because: 

It does not identify the citizenship of each inventor properly. The 
citizenship of each inventor in this application should be ~ Germany ~, 
instead of " German " therein. 

In addition, 37 CFR 1 .63 does require to identify the country of citizenship 
of each inventor. Accordingly, ~ Germany -- should be applied appropriately in 
the oath or declaration, to identify the citizenship of the inventor in this instant 
application. 

Reasons For Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 28, the claimed combination including the limitations 

directed to the specifics of a device for adjusting an engine valve lift, comprising 
a positioning rail engaging a rocker lever at the body area of the said rocker lever 
beside a pivot, is not disclosed or rendered obvious the art of record.
